According to Major General Vernon J. An- 
drews, Director of The Department of Military 
Affairs, ‘‘While most military facilities are fen- 
ced and the public excluded, the great majority 
of Camp Grayling has remained open to the 
public. I am committed to continuing that 
policy.” 

‘‘Common sense safety precautions require us 
to close off those areas of the camp in which we 
are conducting military activities. But as soon 
as the military activities are completed we open 
the area back up to public use,”’ said Andrews. 


‘In opening and closing large tracts of land, in 
some cases dally, there are some trade offs. We 


can close off just the land we are using, but that 
takes a lot of time. The ‘borders’ run through the 
middie of the woods and the time involved in 
going cross-country to post these imaginary bor- 
ders open or closed means we must Start to close 
down the area sooner and take longer to reopen 
it. This means the public has to stay out longer,"’

County Forest Fires 
Down for ’89 Summer 


The Department of Natural Resources' fire 
fighters extinguished 34 fires during the summer 
of 1989. This number is down from 1988. 

‘It was a quiet summer,’’ said DNR Fire Of- 
ficer Duane Brooks. ''Most fires were started by 
debris burning.”’ 

In 1988, 39 fires burned 322.2 acres compared to 
82.4 acres this summer. 

Brooks said nearly all the fires this summer 
were started by people who had obtained burning 
permits, but failed to take the proper 
precautions such as clearing around the area to 
be burned and making sure that an ample water 
supply was available. 

Ten fire related citations were issued by the 
DNR and $813.92 suppression costs were collec- 
ted for fires started because of neglect. 

‘All in all it was a good year,"’ said Brooks. 
the only area of concern for area fire fighters in- 
volved the seven fires that were attributed to ar- 
son. Brooks said this was an unusually high 
number. 

‘Last year we did not have any incendiary 
fires,’’ he said. 

The 1989 fire season does not end until there is 
snow on the ground.

Confusing? More than a little. 

Two proposals will be decided in 
a special election Nov. 7. They will 
be the only statewide questions to 
be decided; no statewide can- 
didates and few local candidates 
will be elected at the same time, 
and very few locai issues will be up 
then, either. 

For all practical purposes, the 
state sales tax increase will be 
isolated in the voting booth. 

One proposal would raise the 
sales tax from fceur to four-and-a- 
half cents; the second would raise 
the tax from four to six cents. 

If both pass, the one with the 
higher number of votes will win. 

If neither passes, then the status 
quo remains. Sales tax will remain 
at four cents. 

For the record, here’s the wor- 
ding the ballot: 
* * * 

PROPOSAL A: 

‘‘A proposal to increase the 
sales/use tax from 4 cents to 4% 
cents per dollar  and_ con- 
stitutionally dedicate funds for 
local schools. The proposed con- 
stitutional amendment would: 

‘1, Constitutionally dedicate to 
schools: 

“a, Y% cent increase in sales/use 
tax.

IN JUST READING the wording 
of the ballot proposals (limited to 
100 words by law), it’s obvious this 
is not a simple question. It is much 
more than simply raising the sales 
tax by 124 percent or 50 percent, 
which is what a half-cent or two- 
cent hike means. 

There is fundamental tinkering 
with school financing in these 
amendments, as well as some pret- 
ty basic questions of local property 
taxation. 

Obviously, the questions deserve 
much study. There’s ndt much 
time between now and Nov. 7. 

Unfortunately, only the highly- 
motivated voter is likely to turn out 
for a’ single-question statewide 
election. That's probably why the 
movers and shakers in Lansing 
planned it Itke this. 

Hopefully the electorate will be 
informed -- and motivated -- by 
Nov. 7. 

If not, the inclination will be to 
just vote ‘‘no’’ on everything.

‘The other choice," added Andrews, ‘‘and the 
one we have chosen for 40 years, ts to go out to 
the nearest major public road and close off our 
military access roads. By using these roads, we 
can drive quickly from barricade to barricade 
and minimize the time the land remains restric- 
ted. Since most of the recreational users enter 
Camp Grayling from these same military access 
roads and trails, it makes it easter for them to 
find out whether a particular area is open or 
closed,” 

“'Fhis was the problem we faced in deciding 
how to close off the portion of Camp Grayling 
needed for a safety area for the rangefinder 
testing. We chose to use the existing roadblocks 
the public was used to checking to see whether 
8CCéS8 WAS available to that area of Camp. This 
resulted in closing off a larger area than was 
required by safety considerations, but enabled 
us to quickly open and close it,’’ Andrews con- 
tinued. 

The modified testing program now will only 
restrict access in that portion of the Range 380 
Complex required by safety considerations. 
While this 1700 acres is much smaller, it will be 
much harder to close off and to communicate 
that restriction to the public. To minimize con- 
fusion, Camp Grayling will utilize a variety of 
signs and communications techniques. 

Since the 1700 acres Hes within Camp 
Grayling’s Range 80 Complex and is used 
throughout the fall by Guard units, the area will 
stil} be closed on some weekends because of 
military training. This would have occurred 
regardless of whether the testing project came to 
Camp Grayling and such restriction has oc- 
curred every hunting season, for decades. 

As in past years, no military training is 
scheduled during the firearms deer season. 

The rangefinder test team will be operating 
out of an established Guard base camp located 
on North Down River Road, adjacent to the new 
M.A.T.E.S. complex. Test personnel will vacate 
this base camp by November 22. The base camp 
location is too close to North Down River Road to 
be legally used for hunting. 


No weapons will be fired as part of these tests, 
but the lasers used as part of the rangefinder are 
not eye-safe and could cause damage if they 
strike your eye. These are low-power lasers, not 
weapons. They are potentially dangerous only to 
the eyes and not capable of burning even a piece 
of paper held directly in front of them, says the 
military. 

Even though the laser is aimed into the sky, 
and is mounted five feet off the grounds, it could 
reflect off a test aircraft and might bounce back 
to earth. The area in which this reflection could 
occur, with enough strength to harm eyes, 
covers approximately 1700 acres. This ‘‘safety 
area’’ is immediately adjacent to the fenced in 
area on the Range 30 Complex located east of 
Jones Lake Truck Trail and north of North Down 

River Road and is shown on the front-page map. 
Wor safety purposes, when testing is occurring, 
test personnel will wear special goggles and 
other persons (hunters, etc.) will not be allowed 
on these 1700 acres. Thes test equipment will be 
set-up in the fenced area of Range 30, which is 
permanently off-limits to the public under a 
posted DNR closure order.
